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Unauthorized acts by court commissioners are a nullity or voidable, and commissioners are 
generally immune from damage liability for judicial acts taken in excess of jurisdiction. 


Unauthorized acts by court commissioners are a nullity! or without legal effect” and may also be 


voidable.’ Thus, for example, where court commissioners are prohibited by statute from entering 
final appealable orders, the decision of a commissioner is a nullity from which no appeal can be 


taken.* 


Generally, as a person performing judge-like functions,” a court commissioner is immune from 
damage liability for judicial acts,° even if the commissioner acts in excess of jurisdiction,’ as long 


as he or she does not act in the clear absence of jurisdiction. 
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
